Announcement Made 
Of Laureate Scholars 

Four West Virginia high school 
seniors have been named by the 
Potomac State College Scholar- 
ship Awards Committee as Laur- 
eate Scholars for 1969-70. 

Those named are Ann J. Bar- 
nett, Clarksburg; Kristie 
Grimes, Martinsburg; Rosenna 
McCoy, Ravenswood, and Lana 
McLaughlin, Keyser. 

Laureate scholars are chosen 
on the basis of two requirements: 
applicants must be in the top 10 
per cent of their graduation class 
and they must have the unquali- 
fied recommendation of their high 
school principal and/or guidance 
counselor. These students are 
provided either a scholarship, 
campus employment, a loan, 
or all three if necessary. 


A total of 103 students received 
diplomas from Potomac State 
College on Tuesday, May 13, dur- 
ing the annual commencement 
exercises, in the Church-McKee 
Arts Center. 

Registrar Helen C. Criner has 
said that this number included 
those individuals who completed 
their course of study last sum- 
mer as well as those who ful- 


filled requirements at the close 
of the first semester. 

Dr. Harry B. Heflin, vice- 
president, administration and 
finance at West Virginia Uni- 
versity, delivered the com- 
mencement address. A former 
president of Glenville State Col- 
lege, he also served as acting 
president of WVU before the ap- 
pointment of President James 


Harlow. 

The annual sermon to the 
graduates was given the pre- 
vious evening by the Rev. Char- 
les W. Paskel, superintendent of 
the Romney District, West Vir- 
ginia Conference of the Method- 
ist Church. Rev. Paskel was pas- 
tor of the First Methodist Church 
in Keyser from 1953 to 1958. 
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The staff of the 1969 CATA- 
MOUNT, college yearbook, has 
honored Prof. Helen C. Criner, 
registrar, with this year's dedi- 
cation. The text of the dedica- 
tion follows: 

“In 1947, there was added to 
the faculty of Potomac State Col- 
lege of West Virginia University 
a most able and efficient per- 
sonality, Miss Helen Clare Crin- 
er, who has served the college 
as instructor in the commerce 
department, as assistant regis- 
trar, and since 1964 as regis- 
trar. Her training at West Vir- 
ginia University and the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh, where she 
received her B.S. and M.L. de- 
grees respectively, and her 
experience in high school and 
college teaching prior to her 
coming to Potomac State fitted 
her admirably for the arduous 
duties she assumed at the col- 
lege, for until 1966 she combin- 
ed some teaching with her serv- 
ice as assistant registrar and 
later as registrar. Miss Crin- 
er's record at Potomac State 
College has been one of unflag- 
ging devotion and loyalty to the 
college and the students who 
comprise it. 

Her office is always open and 
her services are available to 
prospective students and their 
parents for consultation, and 
her time and help are unsel- 
fishly given to students with 



credit problems who are invited 
to seek her assistance in resolv- 
ing such difficulties. 

Her ability and efficiency are 
known beyond the limits of the 
local college community, and she 
is most highly regarded in pro- 
fessional and collegiate circles 
throughout the State of West Vir- 
ginia.

Born in Washington, D. C., 
he was a graduate of the College 
of Engineering at West Virginia 
University. He came to Potomac 
State after being employed with 
the utilities company in Pitts- 
burgh. 

A resident of Wellesley since 
1946, he was chief structural 
engineer with Stone and Webster 
Engineering Corporation in Bos- 
ton.

Christman, who graduated in 
physical education and was an 
outstanding back for the Cata- 
mount football team was the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. William Christ- 
man, 102 James St., Gaithers- 
burg, Md. 

He entered the U.S. Marine 
Corps following graduation from 
Concord College in 1967, training 
at Quantico, Va., and completing 
boot camp at the head of his 
class. 

Lt. Christmanwas sent to Viet- 
nam January land served with the 
1st Battalion, 9th Marines, 3rd 
Marine Division. He was killed 
when despite his wounds he per- 
sonally destroyed one of the ene- 
my’s vital machines, making it 
possible for his company to ad- 
vance and take over. He was 
awarded the Legion of Merit post- 
humously. 

While at Potomac State, 
Christman was a member of the 
Newman Club, the ROTC and 
Stage Bands, in addition to let- 
tering in football for two years. 

In addition to his parents he is 
survived by his wife, the former 
Miss Barbara Richardson, of 
Gaithersburg, and a 9 -months- 
old daughter, Juiia/as well as a 
sister who lives in California.
